PUBLIC SCHOOLS FAILING. 
In tb e matter of the public school 
education Kentucky isnotouly far be- 



impjrtant cause in the past few years 
has actually retrograded instead of ad- 
Thls year, for instanor, 
there were 1 000 school districts in the 
State without schools, simply for the 
reason that teachers co^ld not be se- 
red arid at least 2 000 other districts 
were almost as bad off on account of 
the very inferior grade of Uachers 
that had to be employed or go without 
A few years age there were more 
teachers than there were schools to be 
taught. A few years ago there were 
more men and women fitting them., 
selves for the life work of teaching by 
normal training than there art now. 
A few years ago there were more ex 
perienced teachers than inexperienced 
teachers, now there are more inexper- 
ienced than experienced teachers. The 
grade of our schools have been lowered 
by a lower grade of teachers and 
great scarcity even of that alod. This 
condition of affairs is a deplorable one 
and should arouse throughout the 
State people who are interested 
equipping eyery boy and girl with a 

This condition of affairs is not due 
to the fact that school 
paid leas than they were live yeais 
ago, per contra the State per capita 
is greater, but the fact is that in ail 
the other vocations of life there is a 
demand for young men and women 
with such .equipment as Is necessary 
to make first class school teachers and 
at salaries far above what they 
make teaching. This condition must 
be met either by the State, the coun- 
ties or the districts with better piy or 
else jawi

One of the most interesting v 
in Michigan is Miss Maud Straiten, the 
"girl farmer of Lapeer County," who 
though handsome and talented, prefers 
the work of men to the less strenuous 
duties of her own sex and works ten 
hours each day In managing the af- 
fairs a 200 acre rami. 

Each spring Miss Stratton, who is 
only 19, abandons the gayeties of the 
winter season and, despite the expos- 
tulation of parents and city friends, 
buries herself on her farm and from 
the first plowing uDtil the crops are 
gathered does a man's work each day. 
Dressed in men's clothing, she per- 
forms every duty that she might ex 
pect of the hired men and nothing is 
too difficult or tiresome for Her. 

Thousands of people have come to 
see the "girl farmer of Lapeer Coun- 
ty" at work, says a special Michigan 
dispatch to the Chicago Chronicle. 
Slender and graceful, her outdoor life 
has given to her a handsome form and 
beauty. With blue jean overalls drawn 
rightly about her waist, a "sun hat,' 
fighting to hold down her tumbling 
golden brown balr, and with brown 
eyes looking out from under it, Miss 
Stratton Is perhaps the prettiest farm- 
er in existence. 

With the three mowing machines 
during haying season she is always In 
the lead, and when she stops to get a 
drink or rest her horses the machines 
of the others f top also. If she rakes a 
ten-acre field of hay and is tired enough 
to stop 

also, and when pitching hay into the 
e takes her 
Dt hoeing, 

sawing wood or building recces, Miss 
Stratton sets the pace, Even during 
treshing she stacks straw or pitches 
rhl'e other women get the 
dinner for the threshers. 

During these months Michigan's girl 
farmer is at the height of her glory. 
The farm is buzzing with life and there 
is work from dawn until dusk. While 
her friends are planning automobile 
and yachtiDg parties she is laying plans 
for the cultivation of crops 1 Scores of 
invitations come to her, but she always 
sends a brief note back, saying: "This 
is a busy season on the farm."
